16  New  Appointees  Join 
SJC  For  1981-82  Year 


’ Community '  Emphasized 


“I  would  be  very  happy  if,  at  the 
end  of  my  tenure  here,  I  could  develop 
student  affairs  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  to  the  same  high  quality  as  is 
already  present  here  in  the  academic 
life  of  this  campus.” 

Speaking  is  William  Maniscalco, 
who  was  named  SJC’s  vice-president 
for  student  affairs  July  1.  He’s  now 
starting  his  first  academic  year  in 
this  challenging  job,  and  he  readily  of¬ 
fers  his  ideas  for  improving  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  student  life  on  the  Collegeville 
campus. 

‘‘First  of  all,  I  have  selected  the 
theme  of  ‘community’  for  the  thrust 
of  the  student  affairs  office  during  the 
1981-82  academic  year,”  he  begins. 
“As  a  relatively  small  school,  we 
should  be  able  to  develop  and  main¬ 
tain  a  strong  sense  of  community  here 
—  a  community  where  each  person 
cares  about  one  another.” 

He  explains  that  students  live  with 
others  who  depend  on  each  other  for 
affirmation,  respect  and  support; 
members  of  the  community  must  real¬ 
ize  that  they  are  part  of  something 
bigger  than  themselves,  and  they 
must  take  active  roles  in  becoming  a 
part  of  this  community. 

“A  major  principle  in  a  healthy 
community  is  that  you  don’t  infringe 
upon  the  rights  of  others,  and  that  is 
a  reason  why,  for  example,  that  I  have 
suggested  rather  strongly  that  all 
stereos  be  used  with  headsets,  thus 
reducing  the  environmental  impact  of

noise,”  Maniscalco  reasons.  “Excess¬ 
ive  noise  has  been  a  complaint  of  many 
students  here  during  the  last  year  — 
it  destroys  the  proper  atmosphere  for 
study  in  the  dormitory  and  is  a  sign  of 
disrespect  toward  the  rights  of  others.” 

In  addition  to  establishing  a  strong 
sense  of  community,  he  says  he  would 
next  most  like  to  help  students  gain  a 
realization  of  self-identity. 

“The  biggest  challenge  a  student 
may  face  in  his  four  years  is  resisting 
the  peer  pressure  to  do  something  he 
really  doesn’t  believe  in,”  he  reports. 
“When  you  are  educated,  you  should 
be  able  to  stand  for  what  you  believe 
despite  pressures  to  the  contrary.  If 
you  cannot  come  to  a  realization  of 
who  you  are  and  know  your  own  val¬ 
ues,  you  won’t  be  happy.” 

Maniscalco  says  he  hopes  to  impart 
to  student  campus  life  an  organized 
thrust  similar  to  that  evident  in  the 
school’s  academic  life.  It  is  important, 
he  adds,  that  academic  life  be  tied  to 
social,  cultural,  religious  and  athletic 
involvements  in  giving  students  a 
thorough  four-year  learning  experi¬ 
ence. 

“Saint  Joseph’s  is  a  people-oriented 
community;  we  need  each  other  and  I 
believe  we  have  here  a  natural  com¬ 
munity  within  which  we  can  also  come 
to  a  realization  of  our  self-identity,” 
he  comments.  “Here  you  get  to  know 
yourself  and  those  people  around  you 
in  depth  and  in  a  quality  way.”

Health 

It  won’t  take  students  returning  to 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  here  this  year 
long  to  notice  one  of  the  major  changes 
in  campus  facilities  —  the  health  center 
has  been  moved  from  its  long-time  lo¬ 
cation  in  Dwenger  Hall  to  a  newer, 
larger  area  on  the  ground  floor  of 
Schwieterman  Hall. 

“We  have  much  nicer,  newer  facili¬ 
ties  here,  and  although  we  had  sort  of 
‘grown  into’  our  old  location  in 
Dwenger  Hall,  we  are  very  enthusias¬ 
tic  about  our  new  location,”  says 
Marie  Schultz,  L.P.N. 

“College  workmen  did  a  fantastic 
job  of  remodeling  this  ground  floor  of 
Schwieterman  Hall  for  us,”  adds  Dixie 
Green,  R.N.  “We  now  have  three  ex¬ 
amining  rooms,  one  large  waiting 
room,  a  medicine  room,  a  record  room, 
an  office  and  reception  area.  It  also  is 
air-conditioned  here,  which  will  be 
helpful  in  warm  weather.”  In  its  new 
location,  the  health  center  also  gained 
more  spacious  examining  rooms  and 
improved  lighting. 

As  was  the  case  during  the  1980-81 
academic  year,  health  center  hours 
run  from  7:30  a.m.  to  7:30  p.m.  Stu¬ 
dents  seeking  medical  advice  or  as¬ 
sistance  during  other  hours  are  to 
phone  or  present  themselves  at  the 
Jasper  County  Hospital  emergency 
room  in  Rensselaer. 

A  physician  is  available  at  the 
health  center  each  noon,  Monday 
through  Friday,  and  the  health  center 
staff  can  provide  first  aid  or  dispense 
cold  medications  during  other  hours. 
Green  and  Schultz  are  joined  on  the 
health  center  staff  by  Betty  Stoller, 
R.N.,  and  nurse’s  aid  Marlene  Tiede. 

Faculty  offices  have  been  moved  to 
Dwenger  Hall  from  their  former  loca¬ 


tion  on  the  ground  floor  of  Merlini 
Hall,  and  Merlini  will  now  regain  its 
status  as  an  all-student  dormitory. 

College  workmen  here  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  most  active  summer  of 
campus  improvements  in  recent  years, 
with  student  dormitories  receiving  a 
bulk  of  the  attention. 

General  campus  improvements  in¬ 
clude:  painting  and  relettering  of  the 
water  tower;  installation  of  remote 
and  central  condensate  pumps  in  the 
powerhouse;  replacement  of  several 
valves,  expansion  joints  and  feet  of 
buried  pipe;  and  extensive  painting, 
lock  repairs  and  screen  repairs  have 
been  made. 


Facilities 

Looking  to  the  future,  Fred  Plant, 
assistant  vice-president  for  business 
affairs,  says  various  additional  im¬ 
provements  have  been  contracted  or 
planned.  Final  repairs  on  the  air  con¬ 
ditioner  in  Justin  Hall  will  be  made 
next  summer,  and  the  cleaning  of  the 
building’s  brick  has  been  contracted 
for  the  spring  of  1982. 

Funds  have  been  budgeted  for 
repiping  as  needed  in  Halas  and 
Gallagher  halls,  while  mini-boilers  are 
being  installed  in  Bennett,  Noll  and 
Justin  halls  as  part  of  the  plan  to 
allow  the  summer  shutdown  of  the 
powerhouse.  Seifert  Hall’s  first  floor 
will  be  tiled  during  a  vacation  period 
this  academic  year.

Saint  Joseph’s  is  very  fortunate  to  have  talented 
and  dedicated  people  who  have  contributed  greatly 
in  enriching  the  institution  and  giving  students  an 
appreciation  of  the  college  that  everyone  can  be  proud 
of. 

One  of  many  college  servants  is  Alfred  Hent- 
schel,  who  has  given  29  years  of  service  in  the  car¬ 
penter  shop  and  as  superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds. 

In  his  first  job  for  the  college,  Hentschel  erected 
the  14  stations  of  the  cross  in  the  campus  grotto. 
These  stations  trace  the  steps  of  Jesus  on  His  way 
to  His  crucifixion  and  were  a  major  feature  of  the 
grotto  until  time  and  weather  took  a  heavy  toll  on 
them.

“This  project  means  a  great  deal  to  me,  not  on¬ 
ly  because  it’s  almost  identical  to  my  very  first  job 
here,  but  because  the  Bavarian-style  crosses  remind 
me  of  my  native  Germany,”  Hentschel  says. 

The  grotto  has  always  been  an  attractive 
feature  of  the  college  campus  and  the  new  stations 
enhance  that  beauty.  Best  of  luck  to  Alfred  Hent¬ 
schel  in  his  retirement  and  a  large  thank  you  for 
your  many  contributions  to  the  college.

Saint  Joseph’s  resident 
assistants  are  responsible  for 
enforcing  college  rules  plus 
carrying  out  a  wide  range  of 
associated  duties,  such  as 
counseling  fellow  students  in 
items  ranging  from  the 
academic  to  the  non- 
academic.  During  the  1981-82 
school  year,  they  will  play  a 
vital  role  in  bringing  into 
reality  the  theme  of  “com¬ 
munity’’  which  has  been 
stressed  as  a  central  goal  for 
campus  life. 


President  Franklin  Roose¬ 
velt  is  well-remembered  for 
his  quotation,  “we  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  fear  but  fear  itself.” 

Fear  —  of  mathematics  in 
particular  —  also  was  on  the 
mind  of  Father  Philip  Gilbert, 
associate  professor  of  mathe¬ 
matics  here  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  when  he  established 
a  mathematics  laboratory 
which  in  the  past  decade  has 
brought  the  joy  of  working 
with  math  to  a  broad  cross- 
section  of  college,  high  school 
and  elementary  school  stu¬ 
dents. 

“I  had  this  observation  in 
previous  years  that  many  col¬ 
lege  students  who  were  not 
mathematics  majors  were 
either  afraid  of  math  or  had  a 
distaste  for  it,”  explains 
Father  Gilbert.  “I  figured 
this  fear  or  distaste  might 
come  from  the  way  they  were 
originally  taught  math,  and  I 
stress  that  there  is  nothing  to 
be  afraid  of,  because  math  is  a 
human  thing.” 

He  subsequently  attended  a 
meeting  in  Chicago  on  math 
labs  and  came  away  deeply 
impressed  with  how  the  use  of 
external  manifestations  of 
math  concepts  could  be  used 
to  benefit  students  of  all  ages. 
Consequently,  he  launched 
Saint  Joseph’s  math  lab  in 
1971,  and  its  academic  bene¬ 
fits  since  then  have  been  both 
impressive  and  significant. 

“The  original  goal,  or  pur¬ 
pose,  of  Saint  Joseph’s  math 
lab  was  for  the  use  of  elemen¬ 
tary  education  majors  in  the 
elementary  education  pro¬ 
gram.  Our  program  —  the 
math  lab  approach  —  fit  in 
perfectly  with  the  individual¬ 
ized  instruction  in  the  elemen¬ 
tary  grades,”  says  Father 
Gilbert. 

Space  for  the  math  lab  was 
provided  in  the  old  Adminis¬ 
tration  Building  with  an  office, 
a  work  room,  an  extensive 
library,  and  an  area  where 
children  could  come  for  in¬ 
dividualized  instruction  in 
math  concept  activities  under 
the  guidance  of  elementary 
education  majors.  A  large  hall 
adjacent  to  the  other  rooms 
provided  space  for  demon¬ 
strations. 


“The  Administration  Build¬ 
ing  fire  in  1973  destroyed 
everything,  but  two  days  later 
we  were  back  in  business  on 
the  third  floor  of  Xavier  Hall,” 
comments  Father  Gilbert. 
“The  math  lab  provides  an  ex¬ 
ample  or  model  of  an  environ¬ 
ment  that  an  elementary  class¬ 
room  could  be  for  the  benefit 
of  our  elementary  education 
majors.” 

The  laboratory  is  a  spacious, 
colorful  area  where  materials 
can  be  kept  and  used  in  a 
friendly  environment.  There 
are  tables,  rugs,  open  spaces 
and  even  desk  chairs  for  those 
who  want  to  use  them.  The 
children  with  their  elementary 
education  major  instructors 
are  free  to  work  on  the  floor, 
tables,  or  desks.  The  lab  was  a 
genuine  opportunity  for  Saint 
Joe  students  to  work  with 
children  from  the  primary 
grades  of  an  average  class¬ 
room. 

“Since  our  elementary  edu¬ 
cation  program  here  is  a  very 
dynamic  one,  we  have  had  to 
change  the  role  of  the  math 
lab  in  the  past  few  years.  The 
students  now  have  extensive 
practicum  experience  in  the 
elementary  schools  as  part  of 
their  regular  curriculum.  And 
so  the  math  lab  has  expanded 
to  become  as  well  a  language 
arts  lab  with  reading,  speak¬ 
ing,  telling  stories  to  one 
another,  and  doing  little 
skits,”  states  Father  Gilbert. 

On  the  high  school  level,  the 


math  lab  has  in  the  past 
hosted  five  annual  math  con¬ 
tests  where  Saint  Joe  mathe¬ 
matics  majors  assist  as 
judges,  referees,  hosts  and 
hostesses.  Eight  high  schools 
were  accepted  each  year;  the 
contest  consisted  of  a  written 
test  followed  by  a  strategy 
game  tourney.  Each  of  the 
high  schools  had  five  stu¬ 
dents  on  its  team.  Due  to 
scheduling  difficulties, 
however,  the  math  contest 
has  not  been  held  the  past 
two  years. 

When  Saint  Joseph’s  ob¬ 
tained  the  Hewlett-Packard 
Central  Processing  Unit  with 
15  computer  terminals, 
Father  Gilbert  put  several 
programs  onto  the  computer 
for  the  elementary  children. 

“Elementary  education 
students  originally  brought 
children  to  the  math  lab  six 
times  each  semester,  but  with 
computer-assisted  instruction 
(CAI)  available,  we  began 
gradually  to  use  the  learning 
center  of  the  computer  center. 
It  was  an  experience  for  the 
elementary  education  students 
and  the  primary  grade  stu¬ 
dents  that  could  not  be  dupli¬ 
cated  in  their  classroom  or  the 
math  lab,”  adds  Father  Gil¬ 
bert. 

“The  math  lab  itself  is  used 
minimally  by  the  mathematics 
major  students,  but  I  require 
of  my  students  a  written  paper 
each  year,  and  they  use  the 
math  lab  library.  It  is  now 
more  of  a  showplace,  and  an 
area  of  display  of  material  — 
the  curricula  and  books,  and 
supplies  of  materials  for  pro¬ 
jects  or  activities  for  our  prac¬ 
ticum  teachers  in  our  local 
schools.  We  do  have  a  vast 
storage  area  and  have  suffi¬ 
cient  materials  for  our 
students  to  use,”  concludes 
Father  Gilbert.

Standout  runner  /  receiver 
Dave  Bormann  has  switched 
to  flanker  and  is  joined  by  let- 
terman  tight  end  Ernest  Wat¬ 
son  in  helping  to  bolster  the 
graduation-depleted  receiving 
corps.  The  whole  offensive 
machine  moves  nicely  behind 
a  veteran  blocking  interior  led 
by  Bob  Bultman,  Scott  Seidel- 
mann,  Gerry  Potacki  and  Mike 
Aevermann. 

Veterans  also  anchor  the 
defense,  starting  with  a  rush 
line  of  ends  Terry  Robichaud 
and  Dan  Schluge,  tackles

We 
need  a  combination  of  talent 
and  experience,  and  we  have 
taken  some  long  steps  in  that 
direction  already.” 

In  addition  to  the  return  of 
their  top  pitchers  from  last 
season,  the  Pumas  have  the 
infield  intact  plus  six  veteran 
outfielders.  Good  speed  and 
strong  arms  typify  the  SJC 
defense,  and  Pullin  is  coun¬ 
ting  on  that  valuable  com¬ 
modity  —  experience  —  to  help 
the  defenders  improve  their 
showing  over  last  spring. 

A  10-22  record  can  have 
either  a  good  or  bad  impact  on 
a  team’s  outlook  for  the 
following  year,  but  Pullin  is 
confident  the  effect  will  be 
positive.  “These  are  tough 
and  dedicated  players,  and 
they’re  not  going  to  adopt 
some  type  of  defeatist  atti¬ 
tude  just  because  we  lost 
more  games  than  we  would 
have  liked  to.  The  kids  knew 
they  were  making  mistakes, 
but  learned  from  them.  Last 
year  at  the  season-ending 
banquet,  the  underclassmen 
made  it  clear  they  would  be 
back  filled  with  the  spirit  and 
drive  it  takes  to  succeed.” 

Pullin  concludes  that, 
“baseball  is  a  fun  game  and 
you  have  to  install  that  atti¬ 
tude  in  our  young  men  if  you 
are  going  to  get  anywhere.  It 
is  a  great  game  to  play  as  well 
as  a  great  game  to  watch,  and 
we  plan  on  making  the  Pumas 
a  team  that  will  be  fun  to 
cheer  for.”

4  Procedures  in  the  various  offices

1  Inspection  and  Review  of  Education 
Records 

a)  The  student  may  inspect  all  records 
in  the  Registrar's  Office  pertaining 
to  himself,  or  herself  The  following 
procedures  will  be  followed 


1)  The  student  may  inspect  the  record 
only  in  the  presence  of  those  having 
custody  of  the  records. 

2)  No  records  may  be  moved,  repro¬ 
duced,  or  changed  without  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  custodian  of  the  records 

b)  If  a  student  wishes  to  challenge  the 
content  of  the  records  or  their  ac¬ 
curacy.  he  or  she  may  request  a 
hearing  before  the  Academic  Cabin¬ 
et  or  a  sub-committee  authorized  by 
the  Cabinet  for  this  purpose 

c)  The  folder  in  the  files  are  available 
for  inspection  by  the  Guidance  Of¬ 
fice  without  student  permission. 
Other  members  of  the  staff  and  fac¬ 
ulty  who  have  a  legitimate  reason 
for  inspecting  the  folders  must 
make  the  request  in  writing,  stating 
their  reason  for  the  request.  This 
written  request  will  be  kept  in  the 
student's  folder 

2.  Release  of  Records 

a)  Student  records  in  the  Registrar's 
Office  are  under  the  joint  custody 
of  the  Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs  and  the  Registrar.  The  rec¬ 
ords,  therefore,  are  available  to 
them  and  to  their  staffs  without 
student  permission. 

b)  Copies  of  student  grades  and  test 
scores  may  be  released  to  the  Guid¬ 
ance  Office,  to  the  Financial  Aid 
Office  for  purpose  of  establishing 
eligibility  for  financial  aid,  and  to 
those  faculty  members  who  have  a 
legitimate  reason  for  the  informa¬ 
tion,  and  to  parents  of  dependent 
students. 

c)  Student  records  may  not  be  re¬ 
leased  to  any  person  or  agency  out 
side  of  the  College  without  the  stu¬ 
dent  s  written  permission,  with  the 
following  exceptions; 

1)  The  student  may  in  a  given  case 
waive  his  right  to  restrict  release  of 
his  record  to  written  permission, 
and  thus  release  it  orally 

2)  Records  may  be  released  without 
the  student's  permission  by  court 
order,  under  subpoena,  or  under 
conditions  set  forth  in  HEW  regula¬ 


tion  99.35  to  authorized  representa¬ 
tives 

3)  Records  already  available  from  pub¬ 
lic  sources  may  be  released  with¬ 
out  prior  permission. 

4)  To  officials  of  another  school  or 
school  system  in  which  the  student 
seeks  or  intends  to  enroll,  subject 
to  the  requirements  set  forth  in  HEW 
regulation  99.34 

5)  Safeguarding  the  student's  right  to 
refuse  to  permit  the  designation  of 
any  of  the  following  items  as  direc 
tory  information:  name,  address, 
telephone  number,  major,  class, 
dates  of  attendance,  honors  (in¬ 
cludes  Dean's  List),  degrees  con¬ 
ferred  (including  dates). 

3.  Amendment  of  Education  Record 
No  grades,  once  submitted  to  the  Reg¬ 
istrar's  Office,  can  be  changed  apart  from 
removal  of  I  grades,  except  by  written 
petition  of  the  teacher  to  the  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Academic  Affairs  The  student 
will  initiate  the  process  by  petitioning  the 
teacher  for  a  change  of  grade 
b  Office  of  the  Vice  President  for  Academ¬ 
ic  Affairs. 

1  The  academic  records  and  appeals  of 
students  subject  to  dismissal  are  avail¬ 
able  to  the  Academic  Cabinet,  which 
rules  on  probation  and  dismissal 

2  The  academic  records  and  appeals  of 
dismissed  or  withdrawn  students  who 
apply  for  readmission  are  available  to 
the  Academic  Cabinet,  which  rules  on 
such  readmissions. 

3.  The  academic  records  of  students  who 
petition  the  Academic  Cabinet  for 
special  permission  are  available  to  the 
Academic  Cabinet. 

4  The  Vice  President  for  Academic  Af¬ 
fairs  will  release  information  about 
current  and  former  students  only  (a)  with 
the  student's  written  permission,  or 
(b)  under  court  order  or  subpoena. 

5.  All  other  use  by  the  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  of  student  records 
will  be  as  provided  in  the  Registrar's 
policy. 


c.  Financial  Aid  Office 

1.  Dependent  students  may  not  inspect 
or  request  copies  of  the  Parents  Con¬ 
fidential  Statement  without  the  con¬ 
sent  of  the  parent  or  guardian  who 
provided  the  Statement. 

2.  Independent  or  self-supporting  stu¬ 
dents  have  the  right  to  inspect  their 
own  financial  aid  records.  The  follow¬ 
ing  procedures  will  be  followed: 

a)  The  student  may  inspect  the  record 
only  in  the  presence  of  those  hav¬ 
ing  custody  of  the  records. 

b)  No  records  may  be  removed,  repro¬ 
duced,  or  changed  without  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  custodian  of  the  records. 

c)  If  a  student  wishes  to  challenge  the 
content  of  the  records  or  their  ac¬ 
curacy,  he  or  she  may  request  a 
hearing  before  the  Academic  Cabin¬ 
et  or  a  sub-committee  authorized  by 
the  Cabinet  for  this  purpose. 

3.  In  all  other  respects  financial  aid  infor¬ 
mation  is  confidential  and  is  available 
only  to  the  Director  of  Student  Finan¬ 
cial  Aid  and  his  staff  It  may  not  be 
released  from  the  office  or  used  in  any 
personally  indentif iable  way  except  for 
purposes  of  financial  aid  without  the 
written  consent,  explicit  or  implied,  of 
the  parents  or  guardians  in  the  case 
of  dependent  students,  or  without 
their  consent  in  the  case  of  indepen¬ 
dent  students,  or  without  their  own 
consent  in  the  case  of  independent  or 
self-supporting  students. 

d.  Office  of  Guidance 

1.  Release  of  Information 

a)  The  files  that  are  related  to  stu¬ 
dents'  academic  situations  (admis¬ 
sions  forms,  SAT  scores,  grades, 
predictive  indices,  etc.)  are  avail¬ 
able  (except  personality  tests)  to 
any  faculty  member  or  administrator 
who  has  a  legitimate  interest  in  the 
student's  academic  progress;  the 
student  is  notified  when  this  infor¬ 
mation  is  being  utilized  by  a  faculty 
member. 

b)  Information  in  the  student’s  file  will 
be  provided  to  individuals  (other 


than  faculty  members  or  administra¬ 
tors)  and  agencies  only  with  the 
written  permission  of  the  student 
involved  or  a  court  order. 

2.  Right  of  Inspection 

a)  Every  student  has  a  right  to  see  his 
or  her  record  with  the  Guidance 
Counselor  present  and  available  to 
interpret  test  results. 

e.  Office  of  Placement 

The  student  prepares  the  file  maintained 
in  the  Placement  Office.  The  only  other 
documents  prepared  by  someone  else 
are  educational  and  character  references. 

1.  Right  of  Inspection 

a)  Student  files  may  not  be  released 
to  any  person  or  agency  without 
the  student's  written  permission, 
with  the  following  exceptions: 

1)  The  student  may  in  a  given  case 
waive  the  right  to  restrict  release 
of  his  or  her  file  to  written  permis¬ 
sion,  and  thus  release  it  orally. 

2)  The  student  may  in  writing  gener¬ 
ally  release  the  file  to  any  prospec¬ 
tive  employer  interested  in  his  or 
her  employment. 

b)  Record  is  maintained  of  each  au¬ 
thorized  release  of  information. 

2.  Release  of  Information 

a)  The  student  may  inspect  his  or  her 
file  at  any  time  with  a  member  of 
the  Placement  staff  present. 

b)  The  student  file  is  under  the  cus¬ 
tody  of  the  Placement  Office,  and 
therefore  is  available  to  the  Place¬ 
ment  staff. 

f.  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Services 
Information  will  not  be  disclosed  from  a 
student's  file  without  the  student's  prior 
consent  except  to  those  authorized  by 
Section  99.31  of  the  Act.  When  informa¬ 
tion  is  disclosed,  a  record  of  the  informa¬ 
tion  and  to  whom  it  is  disclosed  will  be 
made  in  the  student's  file  Students  or 
the  parent(s)  of  dependent  students  shall 
be  permitted  to  inspect  and  review  their 
records  and  have  the  right  to  explana¬ 
tions  and  interpretations.  Students  also 
have  the  right  to  request  that  their  files 
be  amended  through  judicial  process.
